By WALTER R. MEARS 
NEW YORK (A P)- President­ 
elect Nixon andhis advisers see 
no need for any new instruct­ 
ions to Cabinet nominees about 
talking in public, despite the 
flurry of gold price specula­ 
tion set off by the comments of 
David Kennedy, who is to head 
the Treasury Department. 
Ronald 
L. Ziegler, Nixon's 
press assistant, said Cabinet 
appointees should and will con­ 
tinue to discuss their views and 
philosophies. 
But one area is off limits: 
There will be no policy pro­ 
nouncements from the 12 Cabi­ 
net designates or the President­ 
elect himself until after die Jan. 
20 inauguration. 
Zieglei said that policy, enun­ 
ciated by Nixon for himself and 
his aides, remains unchanged. 
Ziegler was asked today for 
Nixon's reaction to the publica­ 
tion in the latest issue of Fore- 
eign Affairs of an article by Dr. 
Henry A. Kissinger, his nation­ 
al security adviser, suggest­ 


ing a future format for Vietnam 
negotiations. 
The press spokesman said 
Nixon would neither endorse nor 
object to the Kissinger views 
and their publication. Ziegler 
said Nixon was aware of all Kis­ 
singer's views when he made 
the appointment. 
In the article, Kissinger sug­ 
gested that the current negotia­ 
tions might be a prelude to two- 
level talks with the United 
States and Hanoi discussing for - 
eign troop withdrawals while 
Saigon and the Viet Cong dis­ 
cuss the future of South Viet­ 
nam. 
Ziegler said it should be d ear 
to everyone involved in diplo­ 
macy that Kissinger "spoke 
very frankly in an article writ­ 
ten before he was appointed to 
the White House staff.” 
Ziegler 
said Kissinger has 
made clear that in advising Nix­ 
on he will endeavor to present 
all points of view on security 
matters. 
Kennedy 
was one of three 


Cabinet designates due to see 
Nixon today. Ziegler said that 
meeting was arranged before 
the troublesome gold question 
arose. 
That 
happened 
Tuesday in 
Washington 
when 
Kennedy, 
hewing to the Nixon instruct­ 
ions against policy statements, 
refused to flatly commit him­ 
self to the current $35-an-ounce 
price of gold. 
This was taken by dealers in 
European gold markets as a 
hint that the new administration 


might not be wedded to the price 
which has stood unchanged for 
34 years. 
Nixon acted to dampen the 
speculation 
by 
announcing, 
through Ziegler, that he anti­ 
cipates no change in the gold 
price.

to Central Valley Project res- 
ervoirs In northern CalU'ornla, 
the pureau of Reclamation has 
reported. 
Sacramento River flows into 
Lake Shasta jumped 20,000 cu- 
bic feet per second to 25,260 
c.f.s. Dec. 10 when 2.44 inch- 
es of precipitation hit an already 
primed watershed. About 4.33 
inches of precipitation has been 
m e a s u r e d on Shasta's wat- 
ershed since the 10th result- 
ing in continued high inflows. 
Inflow Monday was calculated 
at 23,690 c.f.s. Since Dec. 9, 
Shasta has gained more than 
142,000 acre-feet of storage. 
Storms in the Clair Engle Lake 
watershed have produced more 
than 30,000 acre-feet increase 
in storage since December 9. 
Inflows as high as 8,644 c.f.s 
have been recorded. Central 
Valley Operations Control Cen- 
ter engineers said low tempera- 
tures in Clair Engle's high- 
altitude drainage area probably 
inhibited runoff by producing 
snow rather than rain. 
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At the end of November, Shas- 


ta Lake held 2,473,000 acre-feet 
of water in storage. Clair Engle 
Lake contained 1,318,000 acre- 
feet; Whlskeytown Lake, 180,- 
900 acre-feet; Lake Red Bluff, 
520; East Park Reservoir, 5,- 
660; 
Stony Gorge, 7,820; and 


Black Butte, 18,060. No deliv- 
eries were made through the 
Corning Canal during Novem- 
ber. 


Much of the early December 


precipitation in the Sierras al- 
so fell as snow, prevent- 
ing more dramatic inflows to 
Folsom Reservoir. In spite of 
the cold, however, inflow toFol- 
som mere than quadrupled from 
1,060 
c.f.s. on December 9 to 


4,290 on Dec. 11. More than 3,- 
000 c.f.s. continues to flow into 
Folsom. Storage gains of more 
than 1,000 acre-feet have been 
recorded since the 9th. 
Reclamation r e s e r v o i r s in 
California showed their first to- 
tal storage gains in 
many 


months in November as cool 
weather generally ended a long 
and successful irrigation sea- 
son. At month's end reservoir 
storage had increased by about 
189,800 acre-feet over the 7,- 
186,800 acre-feet 
in storage 


at the end of October. Central 
Valley Project reservoir stor- 
age increased 
190,660 acre- 


feet. 
November precipitation was 
well above average in the drain- 
age areas controlled by F riant 
and Folsom Dams and about 90 
per cent of average in the Lake 
S h a s t a area. Although many 
drainage basins were well pri- 
med, runoff was below average 
in most cases, due mostly to 
low temperatures in watershed 
areas. 


All Reclamation reservoirs in 
California are at or below nor- 
mal operating levels for this 
time of year, leaving ample 
storage space for anticipated 
flood control operations.

Bureau O f Reclamation Job Change 


At the end of November,Shas­ 
ta Lake held 2,473,000 acre -feet 
of water In storage. Clair Engle 
Lake contained 1,318,000 acre- 
feet; Whiskeytown Lake, 180,- 
900 acre-feet; Lake Red Bluff, 
520; East Park Reservoir, 5,- 
660; Stony Gorge, 7,820; and 
Black Butte, 18,060. No deliv­ 
eries were made through the 
Corning Canal during Novem­ 
ber. 
Much of the early December 
precipitation in the Sierras al­ 
so fell 
as snow, p r e v e n t ­ 
ing more dramatic inflows to 
Folsom Reservoir. In spite of 
the cold, however, inflow to F ol­ 
som more than quadrupled from 
1,060 c.f.s. on December 9 to 
4,290 on Dec. 11. More than 3,- 
000 c.f.s. continues to flow into 
Folsom. Storage gains of more 
than 1,000 acre-feet have been 
recorded since the 9th. 
Reclamation r e s e r v o i r s in 
California showed their first to­ 
tal storage gains in 
many 
months in November as cool 
weather generally ended a long 
and successful irrigation sea­ 
son. At month’s end reservoir 
storage had increased by about 
189.800 acre-feet over the 7,- 
186.800 acre-feet in storage 
at the end of October. Central 
Valley Project reservoir sto r­ 
age increased 190,660 acre- 
feet.

900 acre-feet; Lake Red Bluff, 
520; East Park Reservoir, 5,- 
660; Stony Gorge, 7,820; and 
Black Butte, 18,060. No deliv­ 
eries were made through the 
Corning Canal during Novem­ 
ber. 
Much of the early December 
precipitation in the Sierras al­ 
so fell 
as snow, p r e v e n t * 
lng more dramatic Inflows to 
Folsom Reservoir. In spite of 
the cold, however, inflow to Fol­ 
som more than quadrupled from 
Í.060 C.Í.S, on December 9 to 
4,290 on Dec. 11. More than 3,- 
000 c.i.s. continues to flow Into 
Folsom. Storage gains of more 
than 1,000 acre-feet have been 
recorded since the 9th. 
Reclamation r e s e r v o i r s In 
California showed their first to­ 
tal storage gains in 
many 
months in November as cool 
weather generally ended a long 
and successful Irrigation sea­ 
son. At month's end reservoir 
storage had increased by about 
189.800 acre-feet over the 7,- 
186.800 acre-feet in storage 
at the end of October. Central 
Valley Project reservoir sto r­ 
age increased 190,660 acre- 
feet. 
November precipitation was 
well above average in the drain­ 
age areas controlled by F riant 
and Folsom Dams and about 90 
per cent of average in the Lake 
S h a s t a area. Although many 
drainage basins were well p ri­ 
med, runoff was below average 
In most cases, due mostly to 
low temperatures In watershed 
areas. 
All Reclamation reservoirs in 
California are at or below nor­ 
mal operating levels for this 
time of year, leaving ample 
storage space for anticipated 
flood control operations.

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The Picture Emerges 


Militant students leading a boycott at Fremont HighSchool near 


Los Angeles were reported yesterday to have refused to accept a 
new principal, even though they freely admit "he is one of the 
finest persons*' they have known. Their reason for rejecting him 
is that they didn't have a hand in his selection. 


Virgil Grant, a teacher and advraor of the Black Students Union, 


which led the walkout of about 80 per cent of the school's 3,300 
students, was quoted as saying that the union objects to having a 
principal "sent down" by the school board. That brings into sharp 
focus what has been becoming increasingly apparent for a long 
time. A large number of today's more militant students are not so 
much concerned with any particular offering of subject matter or 
roster of teachers as they are with whodecides about those things, 
They want to do it. 


The idea seems so preposterous, so impossible, so unjust that 


it is hard to believe that any sizeable group of supposedly in. 
telligent persons — even young persons — would press for it 
seriously. 
But sober second thought leads to realization that the 


entire school situation is changing. We can't vision the students — 
particularly high school students — running the schools. But it 
seems certain that it's going to take more than just a firm stand 
against the dissenters to cope with the situaaon. 


Operating the vast school system of today is a far cry from the 


comparatively simple times of just agenerat.onago. And the role 
schools play in the lives of everyone has grown vastly in im. 
portance. It is to be expected that large numbtrs of persons are 
going to be increasingly concerned with them, and that there will 
be violent differences of opinion. 


It's going to take a strong stand for maintenance of order on the 


campuses. But it's also goingto take more than that. It's going to 
take deep and serious consideration of the problems in all their 
aspects,

You have fallen into a habit 


of using constricting drugs in 
the nose 
which bring you 


temporary relief. Dependence 
on them grows rwpidly and be- 
fore 
long: more and more 


drops arc being used with less 
and less relief. 


This is a true addiction that 


cause* the delicate lining of 
the now to rebound with 
•welling from overuse of these 


drugs. My favorite remedy is 
to use half strength Dobell's 
solution as a spray in the 
nose. This does not give as 
much air space in the nose, 
but it prevents the distressing 
rebound. Even such a benign 
solution should never be used 
by anyone, especially during 
pregnancy, without the speci- 
fic direction of the doctor.

of lead. If this persists, in- 
testinal symptoms and lead 
poisoning or plumbism can oc- 
cur. Adults, too. can acquire 
this if they inhale large quan- 
tities of lead fumes either as 
housepainters or ;us industrial 
workers, like lead smelters. 


Most paints used on chil- 


dren's cribs are now complete- 
ly free of lead, or should be. 
to avoid the dangerous con- 
sequences of lead poisoning. 
Your child can and should be 
trained to stop eating- paint 
even If it Is of the safe var- 
iety.

Merry-Go-Round 


Matter Of Fact

THE EVIDENCE OF 
HOANG TRUNG 


QUANG DIEN, South Vietnam- 


Only nine months have passed 
since North Vietnamese troops 
were still fighting in the cita- 
del of Hue. And in this rich, 
rural district outside the an- 
cient capital, U.S. forces could 
not safely operate in less than 
battalion strength. But the tales 
they have to tell here in Quang 
Dien are very different nowa- 
days. 
There was, for instance, the 


VC village chief of Hacang, who 
was picked up and paraded 
through the village street, only 
to be furiously set upon by the 
people he had so recently 
tyrannized. He was rather luck- 
ier than the village chief of 
Hung Dinh, for Americans were 
on hand to protect him. When 
the Hung Dinh VC boss was 
caught, he was beaten to a 
pulp with sandbags by his form, 
er lieges and had also lost one 
eye before he was rescued by 
ARVN troops. 


The people, in snort, are over- 
whelmingly glad to be rid of the 
VC, who held the villages by 
brute force.' The Butcher" was 
the local nickname of Hung 
Dinh's now - departed leader, 
and he openly glorified in it— 
until retribution came to him. 


The people hereabouts, more- 


over, are genuinely rid of the 
VC for the first time in the his- 
tory of the war. The best evi- 
dence is not what the brave 
little district chief says, or what 
his American advisers say, or 
even the fact that the last 16 men 
of Quang Dien's VC local-force 
troops as these words are writ- 
ten. 


The best evidence of what has 
happened here is, in fact, an 
unposted letter 
found on the 


body of Hoang Trung, former 
leader of the military prosely- 
tizing section of the VC party 
committee in the district. The 
letter was intended as a situa- 
tion report to higher headquar- 
ters (presumably the military 
proselytizing section of the pro- 
vince party committee), but it 
begins with a melancholy inti- 
mation that the people in higher 
headquarters will hardly be able 
to "understand" how 
things 


really are in Quang Dien. 
"I do not think," wrote poor 


Trung, "that Mr. Nam (the 
district's deputy party secre- 


tary, now in hiding in the moun- 
tains) explained thoroughly the 
whole situation here (to the pro- 
vince) party committee." 
Trung then described the ef- 
fectiveness of the new tactics 
being employed by ARVN and 
U. S. forces — which will be 
examined in another report. He 
went on to give the result in a 
whole series of villages, of 
which Quang Hoa is fairly typi- 
cal. Here wrote Trung: 


"The (party) secretary was ar- 
rested, and the village local 
force was eliminated, one vil- 
lage military proselytizing ca- 
dre was killed and the other was 
arrested," Trung's letter pre- 
dated the capture and near- 
mobbing of the ext-tyrant of Ha- 
cang, but Trung saw what was 
coming, remarking that Hacang 
"which previously was a lib- 
erated area now becomes their 
strong point. 
"After organizing a hamlet," 


Trung summed up, "they start 
an accusation campaign against 
us, to control our infrastruct- 
'ure. This has caused the loss of 
our infrastructure. (The mem- 
bers of the infrastructure)were 
reported by ralliers, who caus- 
ed a horrible situation . . . 
(ralliers were) not only people 
who just joined us after the (Tet) 
offensive, but also people who 
had regrouped from the north 
(and) had thus been active Com- 
munists for decades, who had 
been thoroughly indoctrinated, 
such as Xuan, district military 
proselytizing cadre, (and) Ky, 
district party committee mem- 
ber. 


"In addition to this, our guer- 
rillas and local-force members 
were killed in great numbers, 
and this caused chaos among the 
people. Indeed, it is true to say 
that this is the darkest moment 
for Quang Dien and that a mo- 
ment like this did not exist be- 
fore." 


The letter concludes with a 
complaint that "travel is be- 
coming more and more dif- 
ficult . . . I don't have any 
place to stay overnight." Poor 
Trung was right about that.For 
lack of a "safe house," he was 
caught en route to higher head- 
quarters in the mountains, and 
he died resisting arrest. 


In the month and a half since 
he met his end, furthermore, 
the situation in Quang Dien has 
got far better — or far darker, 
as Trung would have seen it. 


Hundreds of thousands will get engraved inaugural invitations—

the late writer Quentin Rey- 
nolds; served as vice presi- 
dent of the American Locomo- 
tive Company and a member of 
the National Labor Relations 
Board, as well as eight years 
as an executive of the Labor 
Department under Kennedy and 
Johnson. So it looked as if 
Reynolds 
would be the one 


Democrat appointed to the Nix- 
on Cabinet. Nixon even sent 
Vice President-elect Agnew to 
interview the prospective Cab- 
inet member. 
"The President must know," 


Agnew told Reynolds, "if you 
will accept the position." 


Reynolds replied that he would, 


that he considered It his duty 
to work for the good of any ad- 
ministration. But, he added: 
"If 
you want a Republican, 


you've got one and a good one, 
namely George Shultz." 
Reynolds repeated this rec- 


ommendation to various other 
Nixon talent hunters. The rec- 
ommendation sank home. In the 
end, 
Reynolds talked himself 


out of a job. George Shultz 
was named Secretary of Labor. 


CABINET HEAD START 
When Lyndon Johnson started 
the "head start" program for 
underprivileged 
children, he 


never expected to apply 
the 


same techniques to members of 
the Nixon administration. How- 
ever, all Nixon Cabinet mem- 
bers, with their wives, are now 
participating in a head start 
program. 


This is the first time in his- 


tory the Cabinet wives have been 
briefed in advance regarding 


their duties. In the past, even 
new Cabinet members were giv- 
en only superficial briefings. 
There was a spirit of animosity 
between some of the outgoing 
and Incoming administrations, 
especially retiring President 
Harry S. Truman and incoming 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. Ill feel- 
ing was even worse when Frank- 
lin D. RooseVelt took over from 
Herbert Hoover. 


R e l a t i o n s were somewhat 
more cordial when John F.Ken- 
nedy replaced Eisenhower. Even 
so there were no wholesale 
Cabinet briefings and no brief- 
ings at all of the wives. 


Last week, after theNixonCa- 


binet wives spent nine hours 
being briefed regarding their 
new duties, they were tired. 
They were also late for a re- 
ception given at the State De- 
partment. Members of the John- 
son administration waited a half 
hour for them. They were sym- 
pathetic, not impatient. They 
also looked happy at the pros- 
pect of getting out of govern- 
ment. 
Remarked Secretary of State 


Rusk as the Republican Cabinet 
members and wives showed up: 
"As the boys in the foxholes 
say, we sure are glad to see 
our replacements arrive." 


DISAPPOINTED NIXON 
FRIEND 
Most disappointed member of 


the Nixon entourage when the 
Cabinet choices were finally 
sorted out was Maurice Stans, 
who had his heart set on becom- 
ing Secretary of Treasury. 
Being confident he would get 
this post, Stans sold his apart- 
ment in New York. It had cost 
him $115,000 but when he put it 
up for sale he asked $200,000, 
not really expecting to get that 
much. In four days, however, he 
had sold it for $200,000. 


More than any other man, Stans 
had worked for Nixon's nomina- 
tion and election. He raised the 
money for Nixon when he ran 
for 
governor 
of California 


in 1962. Then he passed the hat 
for 
Nixon's nomination this 


year. Finally he raised a large 
chunk of the money for the final 
election. Inasmuch as Stans had 
been Director of the Budget un- 
der Eisenhower, he knew gov- 
ernment monetary problems 
well. 


At the last minute, however, 


Nixon passed him up for Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, appointed 


,by DREW PEARSON 


banker David Kennedy instead. 
Nixon made Stans Secretary of 
Commerce but forgot to mention 
his name when he introduced the 
Cabinet on TV. 


LAST MINUTE NEGRO 
It was as late as 4:30 p.m. on 


the afternoon that Nixon intro- 
duced his Cabinet that he fin- 
ally asked Walter Washington 
to serve again as mayor of 
Washington, D. C. 


By that time Nixon was des- 


perate to find a Negro to be- 
come part of his administration. 
The toughest problems Nixon 
faces involve race relations, yet 
he had no Negro in th« Cabinet. 
Furthermore, 
two Cabinet 


members are Mormons — Gov. 
George Romney of Michigan 
and David Kennedy of Chicago— 
and Negroes feel that the Mor- 
mon faith 
d i s c r i m i n a t e s 


against them. Romney was able 
to win the confidence of leading 
Negroes in Detroit, but Ne- 
groes in the rest of the country 
are still unhappy about Mormon 
religious creed, and Romney, as 
Secretary of Housing and Urban 
Development, will need to get 
Negro cooperation for the im- 
portant problems of the ghettos. 


The reappointment of Wash- 
ington had been delayed be- 
cause of the bitter opposition 
of Gilbert 
Hahn, Republican 


chairman of the District of 
Columbia. Washington is one of 
the most popular and able Ne- 
groes in politics but happens to 
be a Democrat, and this made 
him unacceptable to the GOP 
chairman. Hahn not only wanted 
to appoint one of his own de- 
serving Republicans as mayor 
but even called meetings of 
Republican businessmen and 
made impassionate speeches to 
them about crime in the streets 
in an attempt to enlist their 
help to pressure Nixon not to 
reappoint Washington. 


However, as the time of his 
televised 
cabinet 
announce- 


ment approached, a desperate 
President- elect telephoned 
Mayor Washington to ask him to 
serve another term as mayor 
of Washington, D.C.He then an- 
nounced this appointment ahead 
of all Cabinet introductions. 
Note — Nixon should be warn- 
ed that Hahn will now seek to 
sabotage the mayor by bypass- 
ing the White House and apply- 
ing his pressure upon the Dis- 
trict of Columbia committee on 
Capitol Hill.

LOS ANGELES (AP) —A state 
senator has proposed a system 
of review for judicial appoint- 
ments which he says will weed 
out the "bad apples" 
from 


among candidates without strip- 
ping the governor of final re- 
sponsibility for appointments. 
Sen. George Moscone, D-San 
Francisco, told an Assembly 
hearing Tuesday that his plan 
was an alternative to Gov. Rea- 
gan's "merit plan." 


Under Moscone's proposal 


the governor would retain full 
power to make appointments, 
but the appointments would be 
subject to confirmation by a 
commission of judges and law- 
yers. 
The Reagan 
proposal would 


create 
commissions 
which 


would submit a list of three 
potential nominees to the gover- 
nor who would then be required 
to select one of the three. 


Moscone said his plan would 


block purely political appoint- 
ments where the nominee lacks 
the ability and qualifications for 
the bench. 
"If one crummy judge gets 


on the bench, he can ruin many 
lives," the seantor said. 
At present, a governor's ap- 
pellate court appointments are 
subject to review by the state 
judicial council. There is no re- 
view of trial court appoint- 
ments.

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The Picture Emerges 


Militant students leading a boycott at Fremont High School near 
Los Angeles w ere reported yesterday to have refused to accept a 
new principal, even though they freely admit “ he is one of the 
finest persons** they have known. Their reason for rejecting him 
is that they didn't have a hand in his selection. 


Virgil G rant, a teacher and advisor of the Black Students Union, 
which led the walkout of about 80 per cent of the school's 3,300 
students, was quoted as saying that the union objects to having a 
principal “ sent down" by the school board. That brings into sharp 
focus what has been becom ing increasingly apparent fo r a long 
tim e. A large number of today's more militant students a re not so 
much concerned with any particular offering of subject m atter or 
roster of teachers as they a re with who dec ides about those things. 
They want to do it. 


The idea seem s so preposterous, so impossible, so unjust that 
it is hard to believe that any sizeable group of supposedly in. 
telligent persons — even young persons — would p re ss for it 
seriously. 
But sober second thought leads to realization that the 
entire school situation is changing. We can't vision the students — 
particularly high school students — running the schools. But it 
seem s certain that it's going to take m ore than just a firm stand 
against the d issenters to cope with the situation. 


O perating the vast school system of today is a far cry from the 
com paratively sim ple tim es of just a generation ago. And the role 
schools play in the lives of everyone has grown vastly in im­ 
portance. 
It is to be expected that large numbers of persons are 
going to be increasingly concerned with them, and that there will 
be violent differences of opinion. 


It's going to take a strong stand for maintenance of o rd er on the 
cam puses. But it's also going to take more than that. It's going to 
take deep and serious consideration of the problems in all their 
aspects.

When 
the Hung Dinh VC boss was 
caught, he was beaten to a 
pulp with sandbags by his form* 
e r lieges and had also lost one 
eye before he was rescued by 
ARVN troops.

Dear Mrs. I : Pica is a pe­ 
culiar craving to eat things 
that are normally not con­ 
sidered 
to be food. 
I have 
known many children who eat 
ashes, and even clay. We have 
all known women who, during 
pregnancy, develop an uncon­ 
trollable craving for food that 
is hard to get. such as Morel 
mush rooms In the 
dead of 
winter. 
There have been many ex­ 
planations for this perversion 
of appetite. 
None 
of them 
seems to have any great va­ 
lidity. Yes. it can be danger­ 
ous if the child eats paint 
that contains a large amount 
of lead. If this persists, in­ 
testinal symptoms and lead 
poisoning or plumbism can oc­ 
cur. Adults, too, can acquire 
this if they inhale large quan­ 
tities of lead fumes either as 
housepainters or as industrial 
workers, like lead smelters. 
Most paints used on chil­ 
dren’s cribs are now complete­ 
ly free of lead, or should be. 
to avoid the dangerous con­ 
sequences of lead poisoning. 
Your child can and should be 
trained to stop eating paint 
even if it is of the safe var­ 
iety. 


The people, in snort, are o v er­

The 
le tte r was intended as a situ a ­ 
tion report to higher headquar­ 
te rs (presumably the m ilitary 
proselytizing section of the p ro ­ 
vince 
party com m ittee), but it 
begins with a melancholy in ti­ 
mation that the people in higher 
headquarters will hardly be able 
to “ understand” how 
things 
really are in Quang Dlen. 
“ I do not think,” wrote poor 
Trung, “ that Mr. Nam (the 
d istric t’s deputy party s e c re ­ 


tary , now in hiding in the moun­ 
tains) explained thoroughly the 
whole situation here (to the p ro ­ 
vince) party com m ittee.” 
Trung then described the ef­ 
fectiveness of the new tactics 
being employed by ARVN and 
U, S. 
forces — which will be 
examined in another report. He 
went on to give the result if a 
whole se rie s of villages, of 
which Quang Hoa is fairly typi­ 
cal. Here wrote Trung: 
“ The (party) secretary was a r ­ 
rested, and the village local 
force was elim inated, one vil­ 
lage m ilitary proselytizing ca­ 
d re was killed and the other was 
a rre ste d ,” T rung’s letter p re ­ 
dated the capture and n ear- 
mobbing of the ext-tyrant of Ha­ 
cang, but Trung saw what was 
coining, rem arking that Hacang 
“ which previously was a lib ­ 
erated area now becom es their 
strong point. 
“ After organizing a ham let,” 
Trung summed up, “ they start 
an accusation campaign against 
us, to control our in frastru ct­ 
ure. This has caused the loss of 
our infrastructure. (The m em ­ 
b ers of the infrastructure)w ere 
reported by ralliers, who caus­ 
ed a horrible situation . . . 
(ra llie rs w ere) not only people 
who just joined us after the (Tet) 
offensive, but also people who 
had regrouped from the north 
(and) had thus been active Com­ 
m unists for decades, who had 
been thoroughly indoctrinated, 
such as Xuan, district m ilitary 
proselytizing cadre, (and) Ky, 
d istric t party com mittee m em ­ 
ber. 
“ In addition to this, our guer­ 
rilla s and local-force m em bers 
w ere killed in great num bers, 
and this caused chaos among the 
people. Indeed, it is tru e to say 
that this is the darkest moment 
for Quang Dien and that a mo­ 
ment like this did not exist be­ 
fo re.” 
The letter concludes with a 
com plaint that “ trav el is be­ 
coming m ore and m ore dif­ 
ficult . . . 
I don’t have any 
place to stay overnight.” Poor 
Trung was right about that. For 
lack of a “ safe house,” he was 
caught en route to higher head­ 
q u arters in the m ountains, and 
he died resisting a rre s t. 
In the month and a half since 
he met his end, furtherm ore, 
the situation in Quang Dien has 
got far better — or far d ark er, 
as Trung would have seen it. 


Hundreds of thousands w ill get engraved inaugural invitations— 
which won't, unfortunately, adm it any of them to anything anyone 
can't get into anyway.

Reynolds is the brother of 
the late w riter Quentin R ey­ 
nolds; served as vice p re s i­ 
dent of the Am erican Locom o­ 
tive Company and a m em ber of 
the National Labor Relations 
Board, as well as eight years 
as an executive of the Labor 
Department under Kennedy and 
Johnson. So it looked as if 
Reynolds 
would be the one

on Cabinet. Nixon even sent 
Vice P resident-elect Agnew to 
interview the prospective C ab­ 
inet m em ber. 
“ The President m ust know,” 
Agnew told Reynolds, “ if you 
will accept the position.”

It was as late as 4:30 p.m . on 
the afternoon that Nixon Intro­ 
duced his Cabinet that he fin­ 
ally asked W alter Washington 
to serve again as m ayor of 
Washington, D. C. 
By that tim e Nixon was d es­ 
perate to find a Negro to be­ 
come part of his adm inistration. 
The toughest problem s Nixon 
faces involve race relations, yet 
he had no Negro in th« Cabinet. 
F urtherm ore, 
two 
Cabinet 
m em bers are M ormons — Gov, 
George Romney of Michigan 
and David Kennedy of Chicago — 
and Negroes feel that the M or­ 
mon 
faith 
d i s c r i m i n a t e s 
against them. Romney was able 
to win the confidence of leading 
Negroes in D etroit, but N e­ 
groes in the rest of the country 
are still unhappy about Mormon 
religious creed, and Romney, as 
Secretary of Housing and Urban 
Development, will need to get 
Negro cooperation for the im ­ 
portant problem s of the ghettos. 


DISAPPOINTED NIXON 
FRIEND 
Most disappointed m em ber of 
the Nixon entourage when the 
Cabinet choices w ere finally 
sorted out was M aurice Stans, 
who had his heart set Gíibecom- 
ing S ecretary of T reasury. 
Being 
confident he would gei 
this post, Stans sold his ap art­ 
ment in New York. It had cost 
him $115.000 but when he put it 
up for sale he asked $200,000, 
not really expecting to get that 
much. In four days, however, he 
had sold It for $200,000. 


CABINET HEAD START 
When Lyndon Johnson started 
the “ head s ta rt” program for

The reappointment of W ash­ 
ington had been delayed b e­ 
cause of the b itter opposition 
of

Hahn, Republican 
chairm an of the D istrict of 
Columbia. Wasnington is one of 
the most popular and able N e­ 
groes in politics hut happens to 
be a Democrat, and this made 
him unacceptable to the GOT 
chairm an. Hahn not only wanted 
to appoint one of his own d e­ 
serving Republicans as mayor 
but even called m eetings of

Virgil G rant, a teacher and advisor of the Black Students Union, 
which led the walkout of about 80 per cent of the school's 3,S00 
students, was quoted as saying that the union objects to having a 
principal "sent down" by the school board. That brings into sharp 
focus what has been becoming Increasingly apparent for a long 
time. A large number of today's more militant students are not so 
much concerned with any particular offering of subject matter or 
roster erf teachers as they are with who decides about those things. 
They want to do it. 


The idea seems so preposterous, so Impossible, so unjust that 
it is hard to believe that any sizeable group of supposedly in­ 
telligent persons — even young persons — would press for it 
seriously. But sober second thought leads to realization that the 
entire school situation is changing. We can't vision the students — 
particularly high school students — running the schools. But it 
seems certain that lf s going to take more than just a firm stand 
against the dissenters to cope with the situation. 


Operating the vast school system of today is a far cry from the 
comparatively simple times of just a generation ago. And the role 
schools play in the lives of everyone has grown vastly in im­ 
portance. 
It is to be expected that large numbers of persons are 
going to be increasingly concerned with them, and that there will 
be violent differences of opinion. 


Ifs going to take a strong stand for maintenance of order on the 
campuses, But it's also going to take more than that. It's going to 
take deep and serious consideration of the problems in all their 
aspects.

It 
is remarkable how frequently 
it happens about the third 
month even if people have no 
known allergies. It is referred 
to as the naso-genital rela­ 
tionship. At first, any asso­ 
ciation 
between

sounds preposterous, but it 
isn't. ' 
Stuffiness 
of 
the no s e, 
sneezing, and even bleeding 
from the nose are burdensome 
symptoms not unlike the sud­ 
den episode of hay fever. In 
many cases of pregnancy, this 
last right up until the 
time the baby is delivered. 
There are a number of ways 
that physicians can treat this 
condition, which is thought to 
be due to a temporary hor­ 
mone 
imbalance 
associated 
with 
pregnancy. 
Antihista­ 
mine drugs and other medica­ 
tion should, of course, be tak­ 
en by pregnant women only 
when specifically prescribed 
by a doctor 
' You have fallen into a habit 
of using constricting drugs In 
the nose which bring you 
temporary relief. Dependence 
on them grows rapidly and be­ 
fore 
long more and more 
drops are being used with less 
reftef. 
This is a true addiction that 
dencate lining of 
to rebound with 


drugs. My favorite remedy is 
to use half strength Dobell’s 
solution as a spray in the 
nose. This does not give as 
much air space in the nose, 
but it prevents the distressing 
rebound. Even such a benign 
solution should never be used 
by anyone, especially during 
pregnancy, without the speci­ 
fic direction of the doctor.

I recently read that a child 
became deathly ill from eating 
paint off the walls. My child 
sometimes does this by pick­ 
ing enamel off his crib. What 
makes them do it? Is it dan­ 
gerous ?

Dear Mrs. I.: Pica is a pe­ 
culiar craving to eat things 
that are normally not con­ 
sidered to be food. I have 
known many children who eat 
ashes, and even clay. We have 
all known women who. during 
pregnancy, develop an uncon­ 
trollable craving for food that 
is hard to get. such as Morel 
mushrooms in the dead of 
winter. 
There have been many ex­ 
planations for this perversion 
of appetite. None of them 
seems to have any great va­ 
lidity. Yes, it can be danger­ 
ous if the child eats paint 
that contains a large amount 
of lead. If this persists, in­ 
testinal symptoms and lead 
poisoning or plumbism can oc­ 
cur.

THE EVIDENCE OF 
HOANG TRUNG 
QUANG DIEN, South Vie foam - 
Only nine months have passed 
since North Vietnamese troops 
were still fighting in the cita­ 
del of Hue. And in this rich, 
rural district outside the an­ 
cient capital, U.S. forces could 
not safely operate In less than 
battalion strength. But the tales 
they have to tell here in Quang 
Dien are very different nowa­ 
days. 
There was, for instance, the 
VC village chief of Hacang, who 
was picked up and paraded 
through die village street, only 
to be furiously set upon by the 
people he had so 
recently 
tyrannized. He was rather luck­ 
ier than the village chief of 
Hung Dinh, for Americans were 
on hand to protect him. Whar. 
the Hung Dinh VC boss was 
caught, he was beaten to a 
pulp with sandbags by his form* 
er lieges and had also lost one 
eye before he was rescued by 
ARVN troops. 


The people, in snort, are over­ 
whelmingly glad to be rid of die 
VC, who held foe villages by 
brute force. * *The Butcher" was 
the 
local nickname of Hung 
Dinh's now - departed leader, 
and he openly glorified in it— 
until retribution came to him. 
The people hereabouts, more­ 
over, are genuinely rid of the 
VC for foe first time in foe his­ 
tory of foe war. The best evi­ 
dence is not what foe brave 
little district chief says, or what 
his American advisers say. or 
even foe fact that foe last 16 men 
of Quang Dien's VC local-force 
troops as these words are writ­ 
ten. 


The best evidence of what has 
happened here is, in fact, an 
unposted letter found on the 
body of Hoang Trung, former 
leader of the military prosely­ 
tizing section of the VC party 
committee in the district. The 
letter was intended as a situa­ 
tion report to higher headquar­ 
ters (presumably the military 
proselytizing section of the pro­ 
vince party committee), but it 
begins with a melancholy inti­ 
mation that the people in higher 
headquarters will hardly be able 
to "understand” how 
things 
really are In Quang Dien. 
"I do not think,” wrote poor 
Trung, "that Mr. Nam (the 
district’s deputy party secre­ 


tary, now in hiding in the moun­ 
tains) explained thoroughly the 
whole situation here (tothe pro­ 
vince) party committee.” 
Trung then described the ef­ 
fectiveness of the new tactics 
being employed by ARVN and 
U. S. forces — which will be 
examined In another report. He 
went on to give the result 
a 
whole series of villages, oi 
which Quang Hoa is fairly typi­ 
cal. Here wrote Trung: 
"The (party) secretary was a r­ 
rested, and the village local 
force was eliminated, one vil­ 
lage military proselytizing ca­ 
dre was killed and the other was 
arrested,” Trimg’s letter pre­ 
dated the capture and near- 
mobbing of the ext-tyrant of Ha­ 
cang, but Trung saw what was 
coming, remarking that Hacang 
"which previously was a lib­ 
erated area now becomes their 
strong point. 
"After organizing a hamlet,” 
Trung summed up, "they start 
an accusation campaign against 
us, to control our infrastruci- 
* ure. This has caused the loss of 
our infrastructure. (The mem­ 
bers of the infrastructure)were 
reported by ralliers, who caus­ 
ed a horrible situation . . . 
(ralliers were) not only people 
who just joined us after the (Tet) 
offensive, but also people who 
had regrouped from the north 
(and) had thus been active Com - 
munists for decades, who had 
been thoroughly indoctrinated, 
such as Xuan, district military 
proselytizing cadre, (and) Ky, 
district party committee mem­ 
ber. 
"In addition to this, our guer­ 
rillas and local-force members 
were killed in great numbers, 
and this caused chaos among the 
people. Indeed, it is true to say 
that this is the darkest moment 
for Quang Dien and that a mo­ 
ment like this did not exist be­ 
fore.” 
The letter concludes with a 
complaint that "travel Is be­ 
coming more and more dif­ 
ficult . . . 
I don’t have any 
place to stay overnight.” Poor 
Trung was right about that.For 
lack of a "safe house,” he was 
caught en route to higher head­ 
quarters In the mountains, and 
he died resisting arrest. 
In the month and a half since 
he met his end, furthermore, 
the situation In Quang Dien has 
got far better — or far darker, 
as Trung would have seen It. 


WASHINGTON — There was 
some Interesting backstage by­ 
play 
before President-elect 
Nixon finally picked his Secre­ 
tary of Labor. 
Nixon’s talent hunters took É 
poll 
of business 
leaders 
throughout the country and found 
that James J. Reynolds, now 
Under Secretary of Labor, came 
0«t at the top of the list. HU 
rating was also very high with 
labor leaders. 
Reynolds is the brother of 
the late writer Quentin Rey­ 
nolds, served as vice presi­ 
dent of the American Locomo­ 
tive Company and a member of 
the National Labor Relations 
Board, as well as eight years 
as an executive of the Labor 
Department under Kennedy and 
Johnson. So It looked as If 
Reynolds 
would be the one 
Democrat appointed to the Nix­ 
on Cabinet. Nixon even sent 
Vice President-elect Agnew to 
Interview the prospective Cab­ 
inet member. 
"The President must know,” 
Agnew told Reynolds, "If you 
will accept the position.” 
Reynolds replied that he would, 
that he considered It his duty 
to work for the good of any ad­ 
ministration. But, he added; 
"If yon want a Republican, 
you’ve got one and a good one, 
namely George Shultz.” 
Reynolds repeated this rec- 
. ommendatlon to various other 
Nixon talent hunters. The re c­ 
ommendation sank home. In the 
end, Reynolds talked himself 
out of a Job. George Shultz 
was named Secretary of Labor. 


thatr duties. In the past, even 
new Cabinet members were giv­ 
en only superficial briefings. 
There was s spirit of animosity 
between some of the outgoing 
and Incoming administrations, 
especially retiring President 
Harry S. Truman and Incoming 
Dwight D. Eisenhower.

DISAPPOINTED NIXON 
FRIEND 
Most disappointed member of 
the Nixon entourage when the 
Cabinet choices were finally 
sorted out was Maurice Stans, 
who had his heart set on becom­ 
ing Secretary of Treasury. 
Being confident he would get 
this post, Stans sold his apart­ 
ment In New York. It had cost 
him $115,000 but when he put it 
up for sale he asked $200,000, 
not really expecting to get that 
much. In four days, however, he 
had sold it for $200,000. 


CABINET HEAD START 
When Lyndon Johnson started 
the "head start” program for 
underprivileged 
children, he 
never expected to apply 
the 
same techniques to members of 
the Nixon administration. How­ 
ever, all Nixon cabinet mem­ 
bers, with their wives, are now 
participating in a head start 
program. 
This is the first time In his­ 
tory the Cabinet wives have been 
briefed in advance regarding 


More than any other man, Stans 
had worked for Nixon’s nomina­ 
tion and election. He raised the 
money for Nixon when he ran 
for 
governor 
of California 
in 1962. Then he passed the hat 
for 
Nixon’s nomination this 
year. F lnally he raised a large 
chunk of the money for the final 
election. Inasmuch as Stans had 
been Director of the Budget un­ 
der Eisenhower, he knew gov­ 
ernment 
monetary problems 
well. 
At the last minute, however, 
Nixon passed him up for Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury, appointed

banker David Kennedy instead. 
Nixon made Stans Secretary of 
Commerce but forgot to mention 
his name when he introduced tl* 
Cabinet on TV, 


LAST MINUTE NEGRO 
It was as late as 4:30 p.m. on 
the afternoon that Nixon Intro­ 
duced his Cabinet that he fin­ 
ally asked Walter Washington 
to serve again as mayor oí I 
Washington, D. C. 
By that time Nixon was des­ 
perate to find a Negro to be­ 
come part of his administration. 
The toughest problems Nixon 
faces Involve race relations, yet 
he had no Negro In the Cabinet. 
Furthermore, 
two 
Cabinet 
members are Mormons — Gov. 
George Romney of Michigan 
and David Kennedy of Chicago — 
and Negroes feel that the Mor­ 
mon 
faith d i s c r i m i n a t e s 
against them. Romney was able 
to win the confidence of leading 
Negroes In Detroit, but Ne­ 
groes In the rest of the country 
are still unhappy about Mormon 
religious creed, and Romney, as 
Secretary of Housing and Urban 
Development, wiU need to get 
Negro cooperation for the Im­ 
portant problems of the ghettos. 


The reappointment of Wash­ 
ington had been delayed be­ 
cause of the bitter opposition 
of Gilbert Hahn, Republican 
chairman of the District of 
■ Columbia. Washington Is one of 
the most popular and able Ne­ 
groes in politics hut happens to 
be a Democrat, and this made 
him unacceptable to the GOT 
chairman. Hahn not only wanted 
to appoint one of his own de­ 
serving Republicans as mayor 
but even called meetings of 
Republican businessmen and 
made lmpassionate speeches to 
them about crime tn the streets 
In an attempt to enlist their 
help to pressure Nixon not to 
reappoint Washington.

LOS ANGELES (AP) -A state 
senator has proposed a system 
of review for judicial appoint­ 
ments which he says will weed 
out the "bad apples" from 
among candidates without strip­ 
ping foe governor of final re ­ 
sponsibility for appointments. 
Sen. George Moscone, D-San 
Francisco, told an Assembly 
hearing Tuesday that his plan 
was an alternative to Gov. Rea­ 
gan's "m erit plan." 
Under 
Moscone’s proposal 
the governor would retain full 
power to make appointments, 
but foe appointments would be 
subject to confirmation by a 
commission of judges and law­ 
yers. 
The Reagan 
proposal would 
create 
commissions 
which 
would submit a list of three 
potential nominees to foe gover­ 
nor who would then be required 
to select one of the three. 
Moscone said his plan would 
block purely political appoint­ 
ments where foe nominee lacks 
the ability and qualifications for 
the bench. 
"If one crummy judge gets 
on the bench, he can ruin many 
lives," the sean tor said. 
At present, a governor's ap­ 
pellate court appointments are 
subject to review by the state 
judicial council. There is no re­ 
view of trial court appoint­ 
ments.

President-elect Nixon 
named Kissinger as his special 
assistant for national security 
affairs this month, the Harvard 
scholar refused to state his 
views on major foreign policy 
questions. 
Saying he believes his new 
job is inconsistent with making 
public statements on substant­ 
ive Issues,'* he invited a ques­ 
tioning reporter to read his 
books. 
Kissinger has written three 
books or. government affairs, 
edited a fourth and contributed 
one chapter to a fifth, concen­ 
trating on nuclear strategy and 
the Atlantic Alliance. Sine 1960 
he has contributed 16 commen­ 
taries on foreign policy, many 
of them echoing or previewing 
his books, to a variety of mag­ 
azines and journals. 
While Kissinger has outlined 
his views in in detail, Nixon 
avoided specifics during the 
campaign, and so their affilia­ 
tion begins without major policy 
differences on the public rec­ 
ord. 


The announced defense fig­ 
ures, which represents on its 
face only a mild increase over 
last year, is looked on by UJS. 
officials as a message to the 
West that Moscow is not gearing 
up for any major increase in 
arms spending. 


And this message, the experts 
said, is believed designed to 
avoid propelling NATO into a 
major effort at boosting the AU 
lantic alliance’s force levies. 


As special assistant, Kissin­ 
ger will be In a position to 
strongly Influence presidential 
thinking 
on 
foreign affairs 
but will not be tied to adminis­ 
trative chores as is the Secre­ 
tary of State. McGeorge Bundy 
with President Kennedy and Walt 
Rostow with President Johnson 
both were influential in the job 
Kissinger is getting. 
Writing in the quarterly For­ 
eign 
Affairs published 
this 
week, Kissinger echoed his pre­ 
vious contention that the United 
States should focus Its parti­ 
cipation in the Paris peace talks 
on the mutual withdrawal of 
foreign military forces from 
South Vietnam. 
The talks themselves, he ad­ 
ded, should serve as a prelude 
to informal and perhaps even 
secret 
discussions between 
North Vietnam and the United 
States and between South Viet­ 
nam and National Liberation 
Front, or Viet Cong. 
Any discussion of the Internal 
political 
structure 
of South 
Vietnam, he said, should be 
left to the Saigon government 
and the NLF. 
Kissinger, In the article writ­ 
ten before becoming a Nixon 
aide, also said there should be 
a third forum, an international 


conference to work out guaran­ 
tees of any agreements reach­ 
ed In the other talks. 
But the Harvard scholar also 
contended an honorable peace is 
essential to world peace and 
added: “If Hanoi proves Intran­ 
sigent and the war goes on, we 
should seek to achieve as many 
of our objectives as possible un­ 
ilaterally." 
“ A new administration," he 
said, “ must be given the bene­ 
fit of the doubt and a chance to 
move toward a peace which 
grants the people of Vietnam 
what they have so long strug­ 
gled to achieve; An opportunity 
to work out their own destiny in 
their own way. 
As a foreign policy adviser to 
Gov. Nelson A, Rockefeller of 
New York, Kissinger was heavi­ 
ly 
involved in drafting the 
four-stage Vietnam peace plan 
unveiled during Rockefeller's 
campaign for the Republican 
presidential nomination. 
That plan proposed a mutual 
pullback and later withdrawal 
of all outside military forces, 
internationally 
su p e rv i s e d 
elections in South Vietnam, and 
a reduction in the numbers oí 
American forces in South Viet­ 
nam, even without North Viet­ 
nam's corporation in negotia­ 
tions. 
In August 1966, Kissinger 
wrote in Look magazine that “ a 
purely military solution is im­ 
possible” in Vietnam, and said 
“ the primary goal of military 
operations should be the crea­ 
tion of secure areas*» — a sort 
of flexible enclave theory. 
He suggested that political 
jockeying likely would occur if 
too many nations were bound up 
in negotiations, and said “ it 
may be wiser to separate the is­ 
sues into their component ele­ 
ments, each to be settled by the 
parties primarily involved. A 
larger conference could then 
work out guarantees for settle­ 
ments already achieved in other 
forums.»* 
Contending that “ The war in 
Vietnam is 
a crucial test oí 
American maturity,*' Kissinger 
wrote: 
“We must recognize that to be 
on the defensive often forces us 
to be engaged in places chosen 
by opponents for their difficulty 
and ambiguity. 
“We do not have the privilege 
oí deciding to meet only those 
challenges that most flatter our 
moral preconceptions. If we 
cannot deal with political, eco­ 
nomic and military problems as 


an integrated whole, we will not 
be able to deal with them indi­ 
vidually.” 
Here are highlights oí Kissin­ 
ger’s writings in other areas: 
In 
“ The 
Necessity 
for 
Choice,” 1962, Kissinger con. 
tended: 
“ The combination of 
unreflectiveness produced by 
the style of life of our most em­ 
inent people in and out of gov* 
eminent, faith In administrative 
processes, and the conversa­ 
tional approach to policy has 
accounted for much of the unr 
certainty of our policy. It has 
led to an enormous waste of tiw 
tellectual resources. The price 
we have paid for the absence of 
a sense oí direction is that we 
have appeared to the rest oí the 
world as vacillating, confused 
and sometimes irrelevant.»’ 


Arguing that the commit­ 
tee procedure in government 
“ stresses avoidance of risk 
rather than the boldness of con­ 
ception,” he continued: 
“ Nothing is more important 
tor America than to give up Its 
illusions.” Too much of our 
domestic 
debate 
gives the 
impression that we are working 
towards a static condition called 
peace. We sometimes argue as 
if only a single new initiative or 
one brilliant move stands be­ 
tween us and normalcy. Many 
of us seem to believe that we 
can dramatically sweep all be- 
for us in an atmosphere of 
universal approbation. 
“ But even with the wisest pol­ 
icies we can expect nothing of 
the sort. Our generation will 
live in the midst of change. Our

norm ie the tact of upheaval. 
The success at our actions is not 
measured by short-term tran­ 
quility. It ie defined by whether 
we can shape the cur reals at 
our time In the light at our 
values.

“ If there is no doctrina at all 
and a society operates pragmat­ 
ically — solving problema 'on 
the merits,* as the saying goes 
every event becomes a special 
case. More energy is spent de­ 
ciding where one is than where 
one is going. Each event is com­ 
partmentalized and dealt with 
under pressure by experts In the 
special difficulties *t invotfii» 
without 
an adequate 
under­ 
standing of its relation to other 
occurrences.»’
